\/ short time before the arrival of Gen. B . , Black 
was prepared to leave on a foreign assignment. Almost 
immediately upon his arrival, Gen. B. met Black and tne 
relationship appeared to be so favorable that Black 
inquired as to whether or not the contact should be 
continued. When I discovered that G-2 had some 
interest in Gen. B. , I discussed the matter with Col. 
Rodrigo. He requested that Black maintain contact so 
that certain data in which OSS and G-2 had mutual interest 
could be developed. A short time later when Black 
made application for an exit visa to go to Canada 
FBI checked on Black's occupation with G-2. Gen. 

Kroner discussed the subject with me and stated that 
he would handle the situation with the FBI. Black was 
granted an exit visa. Later Black returned to prepare 
for a special foreign assignment which also involved the 
Gen. B. picture. I conferred on the whole subject at 
length with Williams and Roach of FBI approximately the 
first week in October. This conversation confirmed by 
PRIEST who was present. 1 recommended to Roach the 
possibility of OSS and FBI using Black jointly for work 
in Washington in the event that Black's foreign assignment 
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did. not go through. I stated that we were not 
otherwise interested in retaining her services. 

Please refer to previous wire directing dis- 
continuance. When word from you arrived that the 
foreign assignment did not go ahead I sent that 
/ cable."

On the day following the arrival of cable #8351, Mr. 

Cheston and the writer again went to see Captain Lo.ftin and 

showed hill the above cable.

Dear General Donovan: 

Nearly a year ago I interested the Technical Div- 
ision of the Ammunition Development Branch of Army Ord- 
nance In establishing project # T.A.83 to develop a certain 
type of delayed action land mine. At t..at time the Eng- 
ineers expressed interest in the matter as did the Office 
of Strategic Services. The British went so far as to ask 
“permission" to work on it. Some samples were made up 
under the supervision of Major Paul Christensen of Army 
Ordnance . 

After the first expression of interest by the 
O.S.S., nothing further was heard from your agency and I 
now presume that the matter has been forgotten. 

Compared to the emphasis given land mines by Ger- 
many and Italy, I feel we have sadly neglected this field 
of military science. I am confident the weapon, particul- 
arly the type I have in mind, can be used offensively with 
great effect. Enclosed are copies of an exchange of let- 
ters between myself and Lt. Col. C. H. M. Roberts written 
while I was a member of the staff of the War Production 
Board which adequately outline the nature of the little 
gadget. 

I will be greatly obliged if your organization will 
examine this matter again, and if I can be of any assist- 
ance, I will be pleased to be advised.

Your very interesting letter relative to the proposal for a delayed 
action, sound detonating railroad mine has been discussed with a number of 
agencies, indluding the Corps of ftigineers and tha military attache of ti* 
British finbessy. 

It is imr belief that, whereas acoustically operated mines of the 
type proposed ar>i pj-acticable for submarine use, the same type of device would 
not be suitable for railroad destruction because of the entirely dlffe:re:at 
surroundings and mode of use. The principle of *uch a device, however, could 
mil be ewploywd, i.a., selective detonation after a predetermined number of 
(suitable impulses, and appears to be novel, Furthermore, the utility of such 
« alaa would not bo limited to destruction of railway trains, but could be <ip~ 
plied to anti-tank mines, road mines, etc., and the actuating device could be 
simpler and morn rugged than an acoustically operated device. 

Brief ly, what I have in mind is a "cocked filing pin" type of firing 
mechanism, in which the safety is released, by a pawl advanced by a rabbet that 
is actuated by. 4 simple counter of the Yeeder counter type, 'the counter wjuld 
be actuated by p re-:? sure, e.g., a lank, or by motion of an overlying part, 
a railroad tie. Such a device would be simple, cheap, easy to set, light and’ 
•mall j all; of which appear to be desirable characteristics, especially for 
saboteur use. 

I am forwarding a copy of your letter and of my reply, to the Engineer 
Board, which in already acquainted with your original, proposal.; to the military 
attache of the British tabaasy 1 ') id d to the Strategic Service* 'Board. I am 
snare that thas.s agencies and possibly others will wish to study these proposals-

We are very anxious to have Mr. Philip Baldwin undertake 
a special mission for SO for which he is eminently qualified. 

He is a radio engineer, 41 years of age. 

Mr. Baldwin i3 at present Assistant Chief Engineer 
for Columbia Station WTOP in Washington. Mr. Baldwin has stated 
that he would be glad to undertake the work for ua if the Company, 
the Columbia Broadcasting Company, would grant him. a leave of 
absence, Mr. James Seward, who is the Chief of Operations for 
CBS in Mew York has told Major Faulkner, Communications Chief for 
MO, who is helping; us in this matter, that CBS would leave the 
matter of accepting the assignment entirely up to Mr. Baldwin 
but that if he accepted he would have to resign from CBS. 

Mr. Baldwin hesitates to resign his present po.sition 
because by ao doing he would be severing a connection of 7 years 
standing and lose his rights under the company’s life insurance ^p***-^ 
plans. CBS apparently has adopted a policy in other cases of 
granting leaves of absence to employees when they have been drafted 
or cotmniasioned by the armed foroes. 

Mr. Baldwin’s duties, while in a civilian capacity, will 
be equally important as any undertaken by commissioned officers 
and I believe that if the Company were made to feel this, they 
would grant to Mr. Baldwin the same privileges as are granted 
to men who are drafted or commissioned. 

The thought has occurred to us that a telephone call 
or letter from you to Mr. Paley, explaining the government's urgBnt 
need for Mr. Baldwin’s services in the war effort, would bo helpful 
and if Mr. Paley would consent to authorizing a leave of absence 
for Mr. Baldwin for the duration, this matter could be settled 
to the satisfaction of all parties concemod.

SUBJECT Carl N. Holty - Bavarian Group 


I had a long talk with Mr. Holty in New York last 
Friday at which time Mr. Holty outlined in detail his ideas 
which were embodied in his letter to Mr. Mower. 

Briefly, he told me that there were a number of prominent 
Bavarians who had long been Anti-Nazi who were interested in endea- 
voring to help the United Nations! through activities in Bavaria. 

He wald that two of these men were presently in a monastery in Albi 
in the South of France, disguised as monks. One of these two men 
had. esoaped from a oonoentration camp, and both were believed to be 
willing to go back to Bavaria to work against the Nazis. He said 
there waa a man in New York who was a close friend of these men, from 
whoa a message could be obtained whioh would, if delivered to the two 
men in question, indicate to them that it came from their friends 
outside of Franca emd that they would recognize the message tie coming 
frcm an accredited person. 

Holty thought that we might have ways of bringing those men 
out of Trance and instructing them as to what we wish to have them do 
and then dropping them, in by paraohute in Bavaria. Alternatively, they 
might be able to work their way across Franoe and into Bavaria. He also 
indicated that the group that he was in contact with had important 
connections in Portugal who had facilities for getting messages into 
Germany and who night be used as a line of communications. 

I asked Mr. Holty to prepare for me a memo setting forth 
•11 the faots about each of the men that ha mentioned which he knew 
of hia own knowledge, and also, separately, all the other facts that 
he ooeld find out about them, i My thought was that with this further, 
more detailed, Information about the man in question our Seourlty 
Office could effect a one oheolc upon them.
